Immmration  to  Virgivu.— A  p«rty  ol 
thirly-six  German  ai.d  French  immigrant- 
paased  mmugh  Lynchburg  on  Monday  en 
route  for  Wythe  c>„  Virginia,  where  the\ 
intend  *eltliiifcj.  The  Richmond  Dispatcl 
say*  they  are  the  pioneer*  of  a  colony  to 
be  founded  in  *outh-we*t  Virginia  by  cap- 
italists of  Prance,  who  have  already  madi 
purrhaa-et  of  land  in  that  region.  The\ 
tlesign  Bonding  l.SOO,  of  which  number. 
360  will  be  over  shortly.  The  Governoi 
of  the  colony,  Charles  Hatman,  was  with 
ihepnrty  which  has  ju*t  come,  and  among 
the  number  wera  three  Crimean  veterana. 

Pobb  and  Piseoks. — The  New  York 
Journal  of  Commerce  states  that  a  gentle- 
man who  left  Northern  Ohio  last  Wednes- 
day says  mast  is  Tery  plentifol  in  the  woods 
this  fall,  attracting  immense  quantities  ol 
pigeons,  and  offering  abundant  food  for 
hogs,  but  as  the  drovers  have  been  all 
through  that  Slate  during  the  past  summer, 
paying  in  some  instances  as  high  as  4i 
cen's  per  pound,  nearly  all  the  hogs  havt 
been  driven  East;  otherwise  ih«  price  ol 
pork  would  be  quite  low  this  fall.  The 
proportion  ot  live  hogs  taken  East  increases 
every  year.  On  account  of  mast,  the  "wood 
duck"  frequents  the  wood*  in  great  num- 
bers, and  the  sportsmen  have  no  difficult 
in  filling  their  bags,  either  with  duck  or 
wild  pigeons.  Some  deef  are  taken.  One 
was  killed  a  few  days  ago,  the  saddle  of 
which  weighed  fifty. four  pounds.

Il  is  true  that  the  amount  ot  a  man's 
capital  must  fix  the  limit  of  his  business — 
in  agriculture  as  in  cverythirg  e!se.

Mr.  Freas  :  I  send  you  the  following  ap 
plication  for  the  cure  of  diseased  peacii 
trees,  which  has  been  highly  recommen 
ded  in  most  of  the  leading  agricultural  pub- 
lications. A  gentleman  in  Maryland  who 
has  successfully  used  the  same,  presents 
the  following  recipe: 

"8alt  and  *altpetre,  (nitre)  mixed  in  the 
proportion  of  one  part  of  the  latter  to  eigh 
of  the  former— one  half  pmnd  of  the  mix 
ture  being  allowed  to  each  tree."  Thi» 
he  says  will  distroy  the  worm.    Yet  with 
a  view  more  efficiently  to  protect  and  pre- 
serve his  trees,  he  sows  the  mixture  over 
his  orchard  at  the  rate   f  two  bushels  t 
the  statute  sere.   The  size  of  the  fruit  is  in- 
creased, and  the  flavor  greatly  improved  — 
the  worm  destroyed,  and  the  yellow  pre- 
vented. 

A  friend  who  last  season  made  trial  ol 
this  remedy,  speaks-highly  of  it,  and  Bay* 
he  cherishes  no  doubt  of  its  entire  efficac\ 
if  properly  applied,  and  at  the  right  time. 
The  latter,  however,  may,  in  certain  eir 
eumstances,  be  a  difficult  point  to  decide  ; 
but,  as  a  general  rule,  the  spring  before  the 
development  of  the  foliage  has  taken  place 
should  be  selected  as  the  p'oper  season.— 
The  peach  ia  a  very  desirable  aud  eaJaaMe 
fruit,  and  anv  method  calculated  to  rea- 
der its  cultivation  more  ficile  and  success- 
ful, is  to  he  regarded  as  a  benefactor  on  the 
part  of  iho<e  by  whom  it  shall  be  discov 
ered,  for  which  we  can  scarcely  be  lo" 
thankful.  I  have  found  lint  wh"n  my  /each 
irees  become  diseased  at  the  roots,  or  in- 
fested bv  worms,  which  i*  the  »»me  thing, 
I  can  generally  mitigite  il  if  not  wholly  ar- 
rest the  evil  by  carefully  removing  the  ftstl 
from  the  roots  to  the  d«  p  h  of  four  to  five 
•nchea.  or  far  enough  to  lay  bare  the  prin- 
cipal superficial  lateral*,  and  covering  them 
with  fresh  soil  in  which  th-re  is  a  m.xuire 
of  nitre,  common  salt,  gypsum.  hou*ea-hes 
and  lime.  Two  pounds  of  the  first  is  a 
sufficient  quantity  for  a  tree.  The  oiher 
ingredient*  may  be  in  equal  proponions— 
say  two  quarts  of  each  to  a  bushel  of  soii 
Some  of  my  friends  recommend  p'auting 
tansy,  or  mint,  around  the  trunks  of  frui: 
trees.as  it  is  said  to  be  highly  obnoxious  to 
insects  of  most  kinds. 


>f  cultivation,  but  you  should  sell  a  part  of 
it,  and  cultivate  a  small  one.  If  you  are  a 
poor  man,  you  cannot  afford  to  raise  small 
crops;  you  oannot  afford  to  accept  half  a 
crop  from  land  capable  of  yielding  a  whole. 
If  you  are  a  poor  man  you  cannot  afford  to 
fence  two  acres  to  secure  the  crop  you 
ought  to  grow  on  one;  you  cannot  afford 
to  pay  or  lose  the  interest  on  the  cost  of 
100  acres  of  land  to  set  the  crop*  that  will 
grow  on  50  acres.  No  roan  can  afford  to 
raise  20  bushels  of  corn  per  sere,  not  even 
if  the  land  were  given  him,  for  20  bushel* 
per  acre  will  not  pay  the  cost  of  the  miser- 
able cultivation  that  produces  it. 

"No  man  can  afford  to  cultivate  his  land 
in  such  a  manner  as  will  cause  it  to  dete- 
riorate in  value.  Good  farming  improves 
the  value  of  land,  and  the  farmer  who 
manages  his  farm  so  as  to  get  the  largest 
crop  it  is  capable  of  yielding, 
value  every  year. 

"No  farmer  can  afford  to  produce 
They  grow,  to  be  sure,  without  cultivation: 
they  spring  up  spontaneously  on  all  land, 
and  especially  rich  land;  but  though  they 
cost  no  toil,  a  farmer  can't  afford  to  raise 
them:  the  same  elements  that  fed  them, 
would,  with  proper  cultivation,  nourish  a 
crop,  and  no  farmer  can  afford  to  expend 
on  weeds  the  natural  wealth  which  was 
bestowed  by  Providence  to  fill  his  grana- 
ries. I  am  accustomed,  my  friends,  to  es- 
timate the  ehristianity  of  the  localities 
through  which  I  pass,  by  the  absence  of 
weeds  on  or  about  the  farms.  When  1  see 
one  covered  with  a  gigantic  growth  of  I 
weeds,  I  take  it  for  granted  that  the  owner 
is  a  heathen,  a  heretic,  or  an  infidel;  a 
Christian  he  cannot  be,  or  he  would  not

Major  Wayne 
informed  me  that  he  had  forty  more  ani- 
mals coming  out,  and  he  is  now  building  a 
stable  in  which  they  will  be  kept,  which  he 
expects  to  get  finished  before  the  cold  wea- 
ther sets  in." 

How  to  hive  a  Home,— The  following 

description  of  a  mechanic's  garden,  from 
ihe  American  Agriculturist,  we  hope  will 
he  read  by  every  mechanic  and  working- 
man  in  the  Union:

on  a  hundred  pages,  all  the  minute  direc- 
ions  these  men  require,  we  will,  however, 
i In  what  we  ean  do  to  meet  their  wants. 
We  hi  re  give  them  a  1  st  of  what  is  one 
plot  of  ground  of  half  an  acre;  and  lest  the 
statements  may  seem  rather  large,  we  may 
is  well  say  in  advance,  that  we  describe 
just  what  we  saw  on  the  grounds,  of  Mr.  J. 
II.  S-ni'h,  at  Norwalk,  Conn.,  and  further, 
that  although  there  is  such  a  great  number 
4tid  varieiy  of  trees,  fruits,  vegetables.  <fcc, 
ihete  is  no  confused  crowding  or  jumbling, 
but  even  thing  seems  to  be  arranged  in 
perfect  order.  Mr.  Smith  showed  us  a 
large  sheet  of  paper,  upon  which  he  has 
marked  out  the  ground  occupied  by  each 
tree,  plant,  anil  plot  of  vegetables  or  berries, 
with  the  name  and  vari.  ty  written  down. 
We  should  also  *ay,  that  Mr.  S.  is  a  labor- 
ing mechanic,  antl  that  he  does  nearly  all 
Hie  work  required  iu  his  garden  and  with 
tiis  own  hands,  and  out  of  the  usual  hour- 
of  business.

The  Mexican  Pries thood. — President 
Comonfort,  says  the  N.  Y.  Evangelist,  is 
engaged  in  the  most  important  and  sweep- 
ing reform  ever  undertaken  in  Mexico  in 
secularizing  the  Catholic  Church,  and  dis- 
possessing it  of  some  of  its  illgotten  trea 
sures.  The  difficulties  which  have  ob- 
structed the  progress  of  that  State  hither- 
to are  to  be  attributed  mainly  to  the  over- 
whelming power  of  the  Church.  The 
governments  which  wele  not  pleasing  to 
the  priests  had  no  stability.  Where  there 
were  two  parties  contending  for  the  supre- 
macy which  ever  the  church  inclined  to 
succeed.    The  hierarchy  is  overwhelming. 

The  arch-bishop  has  nine  bishops  under 
him.  all  having  cathedrals  and  chapters, 
except  the  Prelate  of  Sonora — with  185 
prebendaries  and  canonries,  1200  parishes 
and  a  regular  and  secular  clergy  amounting 
to  10  000  persons  under  his  complete  do- 
minion. Of  the  regular  cleigy,  2,500  re- 
sides in  the  capital,  and  the  orders  of  the 
Dominicans,  Franciscans,  Carmelites,  and 
Mercedarians  possess  150  convents.  The 
salary  of  the  archbishop  is  8130,000  per 
annum,  that  of  the  bishop  of  Puebla  was 
1 110,000.  The  remaining  bishops  receive 
altogether  about  S200.000  more.  The  Sig 
nor  I*endn  de  Tegada,  who  is  now  at  the 
head  of  the  finance*,  asserts  that  the  real 
property  of  the  clergy  i*  cf  the  value  ol 
from  two  hundred  and  fifty  to  three  hun- 
dred millions  of  dollars. 

In  the  city  of  Mexico,  containing  five 
thousand  houses,  worth  eighty  millions  of 
dollars,  the  ohorrh  own  one  half,  and  ihe 
income  has  been  estimated  oy  the  minister 
at  twenty  millions  of  dollars.  Waddy 
Thompson,  our  former  minister  at  Mexico, 
wae  of  the  opinion  that  one  quarter  of  the 
whole  country  belonged  to  the  priests.— 
The  quantity  of  gold,  silver,  and  jewels  in 
the  churches  it  great  enough  to  pay  the 
whole  foreign  and  domestic  debt.  A  sin-

— A  telegram  from  Washing 
ton  says,  that  the  Army  Department  has  | 
been  teceiving  an  unusually  large  number 
o!  resignations  by  army  officers.

-rv  Willard,— the  especial  favorite  of  a 
portion  ol  the  Kentucky  Buchanan  Democ- 
racy, in  1848,  1849,  and  for  several  years 
later,  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  lead- 
ers of  the  anti-slavery,  or  Abolition  party  of 
Indiana.  G.  W.  Julian  having  got  thc 
lead  of  him,  he,  on  the  adoption  of  the 
Kansas  bill,  like  the  Van  IU'rens,  fell  back 
into  thc  ranks  of  the  Democracy — claiming 
that  the  Democratic  party  was  the  most 
certain  of  carrying  out  anti-slavery  meas- 
ures In  1849,  at  the  Abolition  convention, 
at  Indianapolis,  he  offered  thc  following 
resolutions,  as  thc  basis  of  a  platform  for 
thc  party  to  unite  upon.  They  were  adop- 
ted: 

Resolved,  That  the  institution  of  slavery 
ought  not  to  be  introduced  into  any  Terri- 
tory where  it  does  not  now  exist. 

Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  New  Mexi- 
co and  California,  are  in  fact  and  in  law 
free  Territories,  it  is  the  duty  of  Congress 
to  prevent  the  introduction  of  Slavery  with- 
i)i  their  Ihnits. 

The  object  of  all  the  Abolitionists  at  the 
time  was  to  prevent,  by  act  of  Congress, 
the  settlement  of  any  of  the  newly  acqui- 
red territory  by  the  South. — That  is  :  to 
rob  thc  South  of  her  just  participation  in 
thc  territory  «he  had  assisted  by  blood  and 
treasure  in  acquiring.  In  Indiana,  A.  P.
